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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed Aug. 30, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In re pages 3-4, applicants argue that the subject matter of pending independent 
claims 1 and 9, and claims 2-8 and 10-19 dependent therefrom, is not taught or 
suggested by previously cited Ellis in view of newly cited Mori (JP 402252154), because 
Mori discloses a system I which a handheld image scanner 1 is provided for scanning 
handwritten characters or barcodes on an input sheet 16 (see Figs. 1 and 5), the 
scanned information is communicated to the timer picture recording unit 8 via a cable 6 
connected to the unit 8 at connector 7 (see abstract and cols. 7 and 8 of Mori), and; 
thus, contrary to the Examiner's contention, the image scanner 1, and image sensor 5 
thereof, of Mori is not incorporated into the body of the unit 8. 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. It is noted that the claimed 
invention require that the video player including a body which incorporates at least one 
sensor for sensing coded data printed on substrate and for generating first data. It is 
noted that "incorporate" can be defined as 1 ) to unite or work into something already 
existent so as to from an indistinguishable whole, 2) to blend or combine thoroughly, 3) 
to form into a legal corporation, 4) to admit to membership in a corporate body, 5) to 
give material form to: EMBODY - vi 1 : to unit in or as one body 2: to form or become a 
corporation. Thus, "incorporate" can be defined as to unit in or as one body. Mori 
discloses the image scanner 1 is connected to the timer picture recording circuit 8. The 
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scanner 1 is united in the timer picture recording circuit 8. Thus, the scanner 1 is 
incorporated in the timer picture recording circuit 8. When Ellis and Mori are combined 
as proposed by the examiner, the scanner 1 would be incorporated in the recording unit 
as required by the claimed invention.
